"Yes, we do march " says 2012-13 Cadet Commanding 
Officer Sarah Cooper, BCS'13, who was also a Prefect. 
"But marching isn't the only thing we do." 

Established in 1861, the BCS corps is the oldest 
continually active school cadet program in Canada. The 
program focuses on leadership, teamwork, skills devel- 
opment, self-discipline, and cooperation. 

This respected school tradition provides formal 
training in team-building as well as outdoor survival and 
emergency first aid. The highlight of the cadet program 
is the ceremonial Cadet Parade and Inspection that 
takes place each spring. 

Here, Sarah shares some of the things she learned 
about leadership: 

A good leader has integrity. 

You have to treat others the way you would like to be 
treated by a leader. You can't just be strict and mean 
from the start or else no one is going to listen to you. 

A good leader is adaptable. 

You have to learn how to lead different types of people. 
We have students aged 11 to 19, both male and female, 
from many different cultures. 

A good leader sets the standard. 

I had to lead by example, making sure that I was always 
on mark, with no room for mistakes, because other 
students would look to me. 



A good leader thinks outside the box. 

You have to be creative sometimes to think of different 
ways to get students involved in the various activities. 

A good leader communicates. 

I learned how to have a voice and speak up. Before I first 
became a Non-Commissioned Officer in Form V, I was 
very shy and timid. Then in my Form V year I decided to try 
being an NCO. That's when I learned how to get out of my 
comfort zone. There is a lot of discussion and listening to 
each others' ideas involved in making decisions. 

A good leader finds balance. 

At BCS, you're not only a student. You're also a soccer 
player, a cadet, a clarinet player, and a member of 
dining hall committee. On any given day, you have 
school, crease, choir practice, and homework. You 
learn how to balance your life and many challenges and 
activities. I think this could be very useful in my chosen 
profession as a doctor because I will be working long 
hours and I will need to juggle everything. 

Sarah Cooper is in her first year at McGill University, 
studying science. After completing her bachelor's, she 
hopes to attend medical school to become a doctor 
and fulfill her dream of being the sports surgeon for the 
Montreal Canadiens.

Learning by doing in Peru 

Working alongside local people and youth from 
around the world, David Laliberte, BCS'13, helped build 
a one-room kindergarten in the Andean community of 
Yuncachimpa, Peru, in July and August through Round 
Square. With no facilities nearby for children aged 4-5, 
kids had to walk at least 5 km to get to school. 

The group visited Machu Picchu, learned to dance 
salsa and gained an appreciation for Peruvian culture. 

For 10 days, David was in a homestay with a family 
of farmers who raise cows, pigs, chickens, sheep and 
guinea pigs. 

"At first I thought I would be eager to go back to my 
comforts. But by the end, I really wanted to stay," he said. 

The students had to take on leadership roles 
throughout the trip, ensuring that the project was running 
smoothly and motivating each other to work hard. 

On Sept. 13, David addressed students in Chapel and 
presented a slideshow, sharing his experiences and 
encouraging others to participate in a service project of 
their own. 

"I learned so much about myself during this trip," he 
said. In addition to helping the community, he conquered

his fear of heights while climbing the Via Ferrata in the 
Urubamba Valley and made friends with people from many 
different cultures. David got to know workers from 
the village and learned about their way of life. Coming 
home, he felt he had developed a stronger sense of 
initiative and undertaking. 

"The hardest part was saying goodbye to our families 
because I was attached to them," he wrote in his final report.

"It's a completely different and strange feeling," 
he says. "But this is what happens when you're put in 
charge and handed over leadership of a group." 

Overall, he is having an incredible experience and 
would highly recommend taking a GAP year to all Form Vlls. 

"I'm getting to travel to new places and meet people. 
I will also have a great deal of work experience before 
university," he says.

Testing limits through 
Outward Bound 

After 18 days in the wilderness, Rachelle Hadlock 
couldn't remember how to use her cell phone. 

"I didn't even want to turn it on," she wrote in 
her trip summary. 

As the recipient of the BC5 Outward Bound 
Award, she won a 21-day Outward Bound Canada 
Course. Rachelle chose a backpacking trip through 
thick black forests near Banfip National Park with 
three other teens. 

"It was so rewarding from beginning to end," 
she said of the grueling expedition. 

Guides helped them initially and then backed 
off as the trip progressed, allowing the participants 
to make their own decisions and learn from their 
own mistakes. Rachelle and the others developed 
leadership by exchanging roles, from being the 
cook, to navigating through the land, and being the 
leader. The leader was responsible for getting the 
group up and ready to go, and also decided when 
to take breaks. 

"The leader has to stand their ground when they 
call a rest or to take a sip of water," she says. "Not 
everyone moves as fast or efficiently as you want 
them to. You had to respect that person's role and let 
them make the decision even if you disagreed." 

The group would hike for hours at a time with 
heavy packs, taking breaks once an hour for 10 
minutes. They couldn't stop pushing until break 
time, since they had a tight schedule to follow. 

Learning to live and travel with other people 
can take some adjusting, especially on an arduous 
trip like this one. One of the most important things 
Rachelle learned was to let go of tension and conflicts. 

"Exploring nature is the best way to reveal 
what's inside, your true self," she says. "I learned to 
obtain my goals, one step at a time."

When asked to describe 
Kurt Johnson, Chair of the BCS 
Association Board from 2008 to 
2013, fellow Director Pete Smith says 
simply, "he's really something else." 

In addition to being a partner in 
a law firm and a father of five young 
children, he dedicated the last 
five years of his life to helping the 
school navigate through difficult 
times: a class-action lawsuit and 
subsequent truth and reconciliation 
process, the financial crisis of 2008, 
and multiple leadership transitions. 

"He did all the right things in the 
face of these challenges," Smith 
continues. "He helped bring closure 
to a series of events that took 
place before he was even born. He 
didn't throw his hands up and give 
up. He worked through it, leaving the 
school in excellent shape." 

His peers refer to him as 
intellectual, devoted, sensitive, well 
spoken, enthusiastic, and experienced. 
Johnson, however, would be the first 
to deflect praise and to highlight the 



support he has received from his wife 
and family, his colleagues and fellow 
Directors, and from the school itself. 

"You don't do it alone," he says. 
"I was working with an extremely 
talented group of people." 

He adds that he, and the school, 
could not have been more fortunate 
to have Will Mitchell take on the role 
of Head of School in 2012. In addition, 
he contends that his predecessor on 
the Board, David Stenason, could 
have written the handbook on "being 
the best Chair in the world." Calling 
him a great mentor, supporter, and 
friend, Johnson says that Stenason 
set the standard for him.

David Anthony Stuart Atkinson, 
BCS'40 passed away on Thursday, 
Oct. 4, 2012 at the age of 90 in 
Woodstock, NY, with his loving wife 
Carol at his side. 

Known worldwide by his chosen 
stage name as David Atkinson, he 
was a retired Canadian baritone and 
actor. Born in Montreal on Oct. 20, 
1921, he was the son of the late 
William and Edith M. (Burke) Atkinson, 
and grew up in Saint-Romuald, Que. 

He studied at BCS and served 
in the Royal Canadian Air Force dur- 
ing WWII in the South Pacific. After 
the war, he studied music at McGill 
University in 1946 and the Juilliard 
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School in New York. He then began 
his career as a musical theatre 
performer in 1948. He continued to 
study privately with Harry Jompulsky 
in NYC. Most of his career was spent 
performing in musicals and oper- 
ettas in NYC from the late 1940s 
throughout the early 1970s. He also 
appeared in some operas and made 
a few television appearances. 

While studying at Juilliard, David 
made his professional opera debut 
using the name "David Burke" with 
the Opera Guild of Montreal (OGM) 
in 1948 as Monterone in Giuseppe 
Verdi's "Rigoletto." In 1952, David 
created the role of Sam in the world 
premiere of Leonard Bernstein's 
"Trouble in Tahiti." From 1956-1962, 
he was the leading performer at 
the New York City Opera where he 
starred in several musicals and ap- 
peared in the world premieres of sev- 
eral English language operas. 

His greatest success on the 
stage came late in his career: the 
role of Cervantes in "Man Of La Man- 
cha," who he portrayed in the origi- 
nal Broadway production (replacing 
Richard Kiley), as well as in the 1968 
tour, the 1972 Broadway revival, and 
for the Coachlight Dinner Theatre in 
Nanuet, NY in 1980.

Arthur C. Bishop, BCS'41 - Fighter 
Pilot and War Historian passed away 
at his home in Toronto on Feb. 14, 
2013 at the age of 89. 

William Arthur Christian Avery 
Bishop was the son of William (Billy) 
Bishop and Margaret Eaton Burden. 
Arthur's godfather was Prince Arthur, 
Duke of Connaught; his godmoth- 
er was Princess Louise, cousin to 
Queen Mary. 

On Sept. 8, 1941, Arthur joined 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, but 
would not make his first solo flight 
until 1942. On July 30, 1942, Arthur 
received his wings from his father: 
Mr. Bishop was posted to the 401 
Squadron as a Spitfire pilot. To him, 
the Spitfire was the perfect flying 
machine. 

After the war, Arthur became 
engaged to Prisilla Aylen and they 
were married on Nov. 3, 1946. They 
had two children, Diana and William. 
He started his professional life as 
reporter for the Windsor Star and 
discovered that not only did he enjoy 
writing but he that wanted to tell the 
stories of war veterans. He began to 
collect individual stories of heroism, 
which later became a book. Unsung 
Courage. In 1946, he became an ad- 
vertising executive at the Ronalds 
Advertising Agency in Montreal but 
left to form his own public relations 
firm, PPS Publicity, in partnership 
with his wife. 

Arthur also wrote a biography of 
Billy Bishop and Courage of the Early 
Morning appeared in 1965. It was 
a bestseller and the source for the 
evergreen play Billy Bishop Goes to 
War. Arthur wrote many more books 
on Canada's military heroes.
